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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1. 137(b), filed, October 16, 2002 , to revive the above- 
identified application, which is being treated as a petition for a five-month extension of time. 

The petition for a five-month extension of time is granted. 

Pursuant to the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a), extensions of time are available up to five months since the 
time period for responding to the Notice to File Missing Parts is not subject to the six-month maximum 
period specified in 35 USC 133.
